e. If the Government does not act within the time specified, the Contracting Oficer shall, upon tinmely witten request fromthe

f. The Contractor is responsible for providing operating and mai ntenance instructions and spare parts support during any first article
test.

g. Before first article approval, the Contracting O ficer may, by witten authorization, authorize the Contractor to acquire specific
material s or conponents or to commrence production to the extent essential to nmeet the delivery schedules. |If first article tests reveal
devi ations fromcontract requirenments, the Contractor shall make the required changes or replace all items produced under this contract
at no change in the contract price.

h. The contractor shall produce both the first article and the production quantity at the same facility.

It is the Contractors
responsibility to denonstrate such equivalence. |f the Contractors conponent supplier will not release specific proprietary
information, the Government reserves the right to conduct an on-site review of the Contractors suppliers quality systemand weld
processes to verify his/her capability of producing acceptable welds. The CGovernnent nust approve the use of any and all such
alternative weld standards and specifications prior to the start of production. The denonstrated equival ent shall be verified prior to
fabrication of any production wel dnent.

E.1.10.4 Previously Qualified Procedures. |f the Contractor previously qualified welding procedures under another DOD contract, the PCO
may wai ve the requirenents of paragraphs E. 1.10.2 and E. 1.10.3. The Contractor nust submit such a request to the PCOin witing,
identifying the previous contract(s) under which the Contractor qualified procedures that produced acceptabl e workmanshi p speci nens.
